AN ACT relating to the destruction of noxious 

weeds, and amendatory of chapter 313, of the 
laws of 1887. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

Swum 1. Section 1, of chapter 313, of the laws Amend& ch. 

of 1887, is hereby amended by adding after the VI getion 
words, " arvensis ' in the eighth line of said section nw°eVdT,wyenow 
the words, "and yellow dock," so that said section, deck included. 

when amended, shall read as follows: Section 1. 
Every person and corporation shall destroy upon 
all lands which he or they shall own, occupy or 
control, all weeds known as Canada thistles (cir-
sium arvense), burdock (lappa officinalis), white 
or ox-eye daisy (leucanthemum vulgare), snap 
dragon or toad flax (linaria vulgaris), cockle burr 
(zanthium strumarium), sow thistle (Eouchus 
arvensis), sour dock and yellow dock (rumex cris-
pus), at such time and in such manner as shall 
effectually prevent them bearing seed. In like 
manner shall he, or they, also destroy any of the 
above mentioned weeds standing or growing as 
far as the center of the public highway, lanes or 
alleys adjoining the lands owned or controlled by 
him or them.
